Holden and White Surrender Themselves 
to the Ohio Authorities. 


ERIE, £ November 17.—When Holden and 
White were arrested last night on complaint 
of the Sheriff of Aghtabula county, Ohio, 
they both declared their willingness to waive 
the right to requisition and proceed at once 
to Conneaut for trial, but the city was so full 


of their friends that it was thought best not to 
give them the opportunityjto attempt a rescue; 
so they were committed to jail for the night, 


and this morning at 10 o'clock, ac- 
companied by Sheriff Stiles and 
Capt. Sullivan*of the Erie police, 


they were driven to the depot and took the 
train for Conneaut, their departure not being 
anticipated By the public. Before going they 
were advised by their counsel that they had 
best wait for a requisition, assomething might 
turn uP to prevent one being issued, and 
Sheriff Stiles assured them if they went it must 
be voluntarily, as he had no power at 
present to compel them, but both said 
they preferred going to-day. They admitted 
in conversation with your correspondent that 
they expected greater leniency from going 
without a requisition and intimated thatthe 
Sheriff had expressed the belief this would be 
the case. They have won the sympathy of 
those meeting them A their frank, gentle- 
mavly behavior since being taken into custody, 
They are evidently much above the average of 
professional pugijists in character and intelli- 
gence. Bot speak feelingly of their families, 
to which they seem devotedly attached, and 
seem to fully appreciate the gravity of their 
situation. The penalty under the Ohio laws is 
from oue to ten years’ imprisonment.

Who is Literally Dragged out of 
a Hole. 


Struggles Over the Erection of a Tele 
graph Pole. 


The Mutual Union Telegraph Company had a 
lively time at the corner of Second and 
Pine streets this morning. At one 
time bloodshed seemed imminent, as a 
policeman, with a drawn pistol, danced 
around, cursing at a 2:40 gait and threaten- 
ingto ‘‘drop’’ peopleif they did not obey 


his commands. The cause of the rumpus, 
which was witzessed by nearly 1,000 people, 
was as follows: 

Two weeks ago the Mutual Union Company 
erected a pole on the southwest corner of Sec- 
ond and Pine streets, and anotber just west, 
near the alley. Tne property* holders have been 
objecting and the matter has been in the 
courts. 

Judge Horner yesterday issued an injunc- 
tion forbidding anybody to meddie with these 
— butit was not served this morning; 

ence the trouble. 

Last night Mr. Christopher Dougherty, the 
manager of the Mutual Union, got wind of the 
fact that an attempt would be made this morn- 
ing to pu!] down this pole before the injunction 
could be served. 

Accordingly, Mr. M. W. Murray, tne super- 
intendent, was on hand with a gang of men, to 
prevent the destruction of the property. 
About 9:30. Capt. Martin hovein sight. Along 
with him came Mr. L. L. Butler, the agent of 
Mr. E. J. Gay, whoownsthe building on the 
corner mentioned and who is one of 
the property-holders who are trying 
to prevent the erection of the poles. oon 
after the big four-horse wagon, with] the port- 
able derrick on it, which is used for hoisting 
safes about town, was seen coming down the 
stieet. Myers, the owner of the 
wagon, was in charge. The explanation was 
that Butler had hired Myers to take 
down the poles in question, and had promised 
him $100 for the service. The derrick stopped 
atthe coimner, and Mr. Butler ordered the 
men to take down the pole.q@jMr. Murray, the 
superintendent of the Mutual Union, inter- 
posed and called upon the police to protect 
tle property. . 

Four officers were in attendance, but they 
refused tointerfere. Murray tried to show 
them the papers giving him the authority to 
erect the pole, but they would not look at 
them. yers and the derrick man began to 
take the stones from around the 
base of ‘the pole, and Murray re- 
plied by throwing them back. Then 
the police, who had previouey declared they 
could not interfere, requested Murray to quit, 
declaring they would arrest him if he he did 
not. Aftera while Myers got his guy ropes 
around the poles, while the Mutual Uniou men 
eontinued to protest and appeal to the police. 
Murray, who wasin charge of the Mutnal 
Union men, ordered Wm. Geigus to scale the 
pole and cutthe guy ropes. Geigus skinned 
up the timber like a monkey. One ofthe po- 
licemen, who was more excited than the rest, 
immediately pulled his pistol, pointed itat 
the climber, ana shouted: ‘‘Come down, G-—d 
d—n you, or I'll drop you!’’ 

The man touked down for a moment, sww the 
policeman meant what he saw, said also that 
the revolver was a very big navy and was 

ointed his way, and came down from his 
perch. Severalother men, all employe: 0° 
the company, looked at the policeman’s star 
and said that his number was 2ll. 

This ofticer’s name is said to be Bennett. He is 
a new mao, and is said to be as green as grass, 
and the only idea he seems to have about 
proper discipline is to wave his gun around at 
al] times on the slightest provocation. Thisis 
not the first time that he has gone gunning 
without any reason. However, under the cover 
of No. 21l1’s gun, the pole was hoisted 
and laid down in the gutter. Then Mr. Chris. 
Dougherty, the Mutual Union manager, ar- 
rived, and he was very hot aboutthe matter. 
In answer to inquries he learned the story. 

‘*Look here,’’ said Dougherty tothe der- 
rick man, ‘‘I wantthat pole to go up again.’’ 

‘‘Ican’t put it up,’’ was the answer from 
Myers. 

‘¢‘What will you take for the use of the 
wagon to-day? ’ 

‘*Fifty dollars.’’ 

‘*Here’s your money,’’ said Dougherty. 
‘*Look here,boys,’’ to his Own men, ‘‘up with 
her again.’’ And the guy ropes were soon 
placed around the pole, which was lying ona 
the street. 

Then Capt. Martin literally put his foot in 
the matter. He jumped on the poll and in- 
sisted that it should not go a Dougherty 
told him he would get hurt. artin took his 
advice and got out of the way. Somebody 
said, ‘‘Send for Bowman,’’ and a man ran 
around the corner toward the latter’s office. 

Soon the crowd parted and Frank J. Bow- 
man rushed into the center. With uplifted 
hands and a squeaking voice, he protested 
that the pole which was now up umust be taken 
down again. 

‘‘Oh, yes,’’ laughed Mr. Dougherty, who 
could afford to be jolly, since he had bought 
the derrick for the day. 

‘*] say it shall,’’ roared Bowman. ‘‘Do you 
know wiLolam?’’ 

‘*Know you?’’ shouted Murray, the superin- 
intendent. ‘‘Well, rather,’’ and he reterred 
tothe lawyer in a tirade of terms so disagree- 
able and so vile that Bowman weagened and 
grew pale in the face.

Heis nowthe head and 
front ofthe so-called Atiantic and Pacitic 
Tunne] Company. This company is entirely 
solvent and the werk will proceed. This tun- 
nel is situatel sixteen miles northwest of 


Georgetown, and is destined to be about five 


miles long. One thousand feet has been coin- 
pleted, and has opened up several mining 


véins. It 1s also stated that the Union Pacific 


Railroad officials are negotiating to secure the 
tunnel asa part of their raiiroad system 
through the Rocky Mountains. The tunnel, 
if completed, is calculated to save about 400 
miles distance to San Francisco. Pomeroy’s 
success for the Par two years has enabied 
him to receive from the sales of stock of this 
Tunnel Company and other mining opera- 
tions nearly or quite $200,000. But inasmuch 
ax none pt these are paying mines, the money 
which he bas drawn out of the mines 
ancjexpendedjin his extravagiince has stranded 
him; but the paper established by Pomeroy 
isnowin good hands,free from debt, and 
will soon be made an evening daily. Pom- 
eroy came here with less than $2, and in less 
than one year thereafter he had an income on 
the sales. of mining stock of fully $10,000 
daily. Frequently bis daily mail brought 
him from $15,000 to $20,000. All of this money 
has gcheinto the mines, except that which 
he has drawn in lds extravagant operations. 
The probabilities are the Atlantic and Pacific 
tunnel enterprise wi'l, in another year, place 


him on his feet again. Itis well known that

Canada barley. 

The flour dealers have had the resolutions 
passed by them on the death of John F. 
O’Brien handsomely and appropriately framed 
and will present themtothe family of the de- 
ceased. 

‘*‘T have never seen business so dull with the 
South as it is now,’’ said a dealer. ‘'I filled 
orders for only twenty-five cars of grain last 
month, and for twenty so farthis month. The 
mnillersin the South are pretty well stocked, 
and they have nocall for flour. Besides they 
can’t make apy money at present prices.’’ 

There has been alively movement to rejected 
corn inthe past week or so. Mostoritis be- 
ing purchased for distillers here and at other 
points. Orders continue to come here for No. 
2 corn and oats trom country points in this 
State and Illinois, where they have noneot 
this grain. It 18 expected that these orders 
will be heavy as soon as cold weather setsin. 


Eastern rail freights ave still ina badly de- 
moralized condition.

up recently to test the validity of Chief 
Sexton’s assertion that most of 
the 6-inch pipe had been 


so Jong in use thatit was choked up by corrosion 
anc was notable to allow of the passage throug! 
it of atwo-inch stream. In neither piece of 

ipe does the corrosion amount to more than 

5 per cent of the area presented, and the six- 
inch pipe has even less thanthis amount. The 
pieces were selected at random, and turnish 
very substantial contradictory testimony to the 
statement made by Chief Sexton to the under- 
writers. 

Mr. Whitman has been up to Chicago recent- 
ly examining the system ot water distribution. 
He gays the system tkere is pretty much the 
same as thatin use here. The Chicagoans use 
no better piping and have no more mains or 
distributing pipes, But their arrangements; 
of fire plugs is away ahead of ours. Tney 
have a plugin the middle of each block and 
three plugs at each end, so that seven engines 
may be set to work within that distance, and 
many streams Can be concentrated upon a tire 
without using long lines of hose and necessi- 
tating a vast amount of friction. Commis- 
sioner Whitman says Col. Flad will probably 
recommend increasing the number of fire 
plugs, and he thinks, nowtbat the reconstruc- 
tion Of streets is about to begin, that this work 
can be done at once and expeditivusly. {[n 
Chicago the nuimerous fire plugs are tound 
obly in the business sections. 

‘*‘What had they to say in Chicago about thc 
water supply?’’ the repurter asked. 

‘*‘The City Engincer told me that with forty 
pounds pressure tothe inch a six-ineh pipy 
could supply eight engines with water. Taere 
is never any complaintin Chicago, and their 
distribution is no better than ours.’’ ”

The ‘‘farandole’’ is tne 
gieat central attraction of ‘‘Olivette.’’ Its 
music is inspiriting and sends a wave of com- 
tort and kindly feeling to the heart of the hairy 
as wellasthe hairless man. Some men go 
there to sit through all the rest of the work just 
to catch a glimpse ot the twinkling toes that 
are turned skyward for a few brief vut ecstatic 
moments, while the music is rushing wildly 
ahead and the brain is whirling and the halt- 
hundred brilliantly and vari-hued costumes ou 
the stage are mixingin andoutin kaleidoscopic 
splendor.
